Terre Haute, Ind., July 29.-——(Spe 
cial.]—Pennsylvania train No. 30—the 
crack St. Louis to New York fiyer, 
known as “The New Yorker "—today 
figured in two automobile accidents 
which resulted in the loss of thirteen 
lives. 

The scenes of the disasters were in

The two accidents were related only 
in the fact ‘that the train, delayed two 
hours by the first disaster, was two | 
hours behind time and was running 
fifty miles an hour in an attempt to 
catch up with its schedule. The vic- 
times, thinking no fast train was due @t 
the timé, attempted.to cross the track, 


& stalle@ automobile engine is sup- 
posed to have’ been the cause of the.
